‘Among those who conceived oF welcomed the iden that it would be 
toa great advantage both to India and to the Bridsh Government i 
Indian politicians could be brought together once a year to discuss 
matters of general interest were not only prosperous and loyal Indian 
Inwyers like W. 0. Bonnet, Dadabhoy Naoroi, Phiroz Shah Mehta or 
Badruddin Tayabji, but also some liberal Englishmen like A, 0. Hume, 
George Yule, Chatles Bradlaugh, Henry Cotton, and William Wedder~ 
burn, ‘The aims and object ofthe founders and their annual resolutions 
were very modest and none of them contemplated the end ofthe Brith 
connection. But, still the Congress marked the birth of Modern India's 
“Organised agitation for a democratic form of Government. 

To his Presidential address atthe fourth session of the Congres held 
at Allahabad, Me, George Yule anid that there are three phases through 
Which all important movements have to pass—ridicule, abuse and 
concession, Indeed, the Congress too was ridiculed at fist asa foolish 
tdventure, but soon ridicule gave way to calumny and the Congresshad 
-oface the opposition of a powerful bureaucracy reinforced by the Anglo- 
Indian Press. The Congress Movement was denounced as an imitation 
ofthe Irish Fenians and ite methods were looked upon as seditious, even 
‘rough the Congress followed what has been called “‘a mendicant” 
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policy, and did not visualise a goal higher than Timited self-government 
‘of the colonial pattern. The Congress party was misrepresented as “ 
microscopic minority” and asa “Hindu body” and its cherished goal as 
3 "कोड jump into the unknown”, While Anglo-India showed no sym- 
pathy it was reterved for Lord Curzon to adopt an attitude of undisguised 
animosity towards the Congres. His reform of the Universities was 
rightly looked upon asa veiled attack on the indian educated classes—the 
backbone of the Congress, The partition of Bengal, specially the time 
nd the manner ofits execution formed the spark that ignited the powder 
magazine of India's radical nationalism. 

tis an undeniable fact that the ideology of violence asa political 
creed did not completely die out after the Great Rising of 857. The 
inner spirit underlying the rebellion persisted and smouldered. In the 
last yearsof the I9th century the cult of violence had a fresh lease offi. 
During the plague agitation in Bombay and Maharashtra the murder of 
‘Buropeans came tobe looked upon asa necessary patriotic act. The first 
political murders by two youthful Chispawn Brabmins named Chapekar 
fet the ball rolling the history of revolutionary movement in Modern 
India, It was, however, in Bengal, as a result of the stormy agitation 
against the partition of the province that the cult of the bomb was 
seriously initiated. Secret societies became active in Bengal and els 
where after 905, And, the fist outburst of this new violent movement 
continued unabated until the rite of Mahatmna Gandhi'sNNon-co-operation 
‘Movement. It later continued only in a sporadic form and underwent a 
transformation during World Wer I,and specially during World War 
वा, under the direction of Netaji Subhas Bose. 

Dring the regime of Lord Minto, the bureauer 
succesfilly engineered the Muslim Deputation of 906 which asked from 
the Viceroy forseparate communal electorates. This was the thin end of| 
the wedge. The object was to prevent the Muslims from joining the 
Congress and use them as a counterpoise to the national movement. The 
policy of dinideetmpera ad begun with a vengeance. Public opinic 
wwasia the meanwhile roused to fever-heat after the partition of Bengal, 
revolutionary activity and alto an organised boycott of British foreign 
government. Such was the popular discontent ll over the country that 
A section of the younger Congressmen, the so-called extremists, raised 
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3 
their voice to protest against the loyalist policy so far followed by the 
‘Congress. The inevitable result was a split in the Congres, 
low up, if everything else fails”, that is said to have been the 
historic telegram that the Caleutta headquarters of the Congres Extre- 
‘ist Party sent to its delegates on their way to Surat on the eveof the 
23rd session of the Indian National Congres held in that ety inI907, 
‘One can hardly realise today that the Congress was more of less doomed 
to death at thisilfated session, but the Congres wasfated not odie and 
to, far from being its grave, Surat marked a new milestone in the 
‘evolution of India’s national movement. The split of 907 could be 
anticipated for the frst time at the Varanasi sesion of 905, but it 
‘assumed the proportions of an open cleavage in the stormy Calcutta, 
session of !906, when a small body ofextremists walked out of the pana 
36 a protest against the begging spirit of the Moderates. That छ why 
‘Mr. Dadabhoy Naorof the President, in hisaddrestused the word'Suarg* 
asa discreet concession to the extremist sentiment. The extremist, how= 
ever, were not satisfied and they continued to preach the utter futility of 
all co-operation with the Briish Government, and it was at Surat thatthe 
cextcemists came prepared fora tral of strength, and ready alsotobreak up 
‘the Congress session, ifnecessary. In consequence the sesion broke up ia 
utter confusion. Chaies were throw, sticks were brandished and a shoe 
was hurled at Phiroz Shah Mehta and Surendranath Banerji. The heavy 
Maratha ‘Chappal” which hit the leaders was a symbol masking the 
lunpleasant transition of Indian National Movement from a loyal and 
upper-class movement to an extremist, middle-class agitation. Even in 
unseemly rowdyism one ean trace the bieth-pangs of a new phase 
Indian history—the dawn of. real nationalist movement andthe ise of a 
revolutionary party outside the Congres. A yawning gulf separated the 
‘Moderates and the Neonationaliss whose paths lay wide apart, Repres- 
sve measures in India and humiliating conditions which Indians had to 
face in other parts of the Empire as in South Africa further encouraged 
the growth of extremism. While Mahatma Gandhi fought against unjust 
racial in South Attia, poltieal discontent deepened with the ie of 
party of direct action in India ite, 
‘Though the Moderates held the Congres ftom 907 to World War 
व, the Minto-Morley Reforms failed to satisfy the political hunger of 




















India, ‘Thecreed of the Congress as lad down in the revised constitution 
0 908 was stated tobe the demand for colonial selt government, but the 
loyalty ofthe Moderate leaders to the British Government did not attract 
the younger sections, Democratic movement was fanned up by official 
repression and gained a frm foot-hold—in Maharashtra through the 
‘cults of Shivaji and Ganapati initiated by Tilak, and in Bengal through 
the cult of Mother India, whose votaries were prepared to kill and get 
Killed forthe freedom of their beloved motherland. The new gospel of 
radical nationalism was founded on the immortal hymn of Bankim 
Chandea Chatterj’s “Bande Mataron’” which was to become the nation’s 

clarion-all in the course of its Sight for freedom. The party of direct 
action worked secretly in Asia, Burope and America, and the World War 
T came at a fine opportunity in their way. These revolutionaries 
planned a ‘Gladar’ conspiracy, the pan-Islamic anticBrtish League and 
‘daring military coup fom South-East Asia to bring about an armed 
revolution in India with German asistance, Repression was redoubled 
‘through the Regulation $of 88, Press Censorship Ingress Ordinance 
tnd the odious Defence of India Act. Meanwhile, Mrs. Annie Besant 
sought to lead a new Home Rule Movement. But events moved too 
rapidly forthe Moderates and the end of the War witnessed the bieth of| 
‘anew epoch in India's feeedom movement. This postwar period marks 
the Gandhien agein modera Indian history.

‘The Patweac, although a small cogin the administrative wheel ofthe 
revenue system, was yet an officer of considerable local importance. ‘The 
office had a sustained history inthe past. Whether such an ofc existed in 
ancient times may be a matter of intresting speculation; but, as the 
name itself implies, it dates to medieval times; and it still exists 
‘Among Muslim rulers, Alauddin Khalji was, perhaps the first to notice 

its existence in his attempt to reorganise the revenue admit 
Tn the days of Akbar, the Patwasi was designated at‘a writer on the part 
of the cultivator, but not of any single cultivator’ He kept the relevant 
details of he various holdings of land within his jurisdiction on behalf of 
the ryots, Thus, he served as a safeguard on their behalf against the 
possible encroachments of the Amil, the land-holder, and the Kanungo,

He formed an exctlent counterbalance against the Kanungo, who 
maintained the revenue ecords on behalf ofthe government. Thissystem 
‘of double check, therefore, guaranteed justice tothe ryots, and prevented 
abuse of power. 

In the wake of the disintegeation of the Mughal empire, and the 
‘consequent disruptions which became a common occurrence, the office 
‘of the Patwari also was subjected toa severe trial. When the government 
‘was unable ६७ offer due protection of life and property to the people the 
Patras, bereft of any security of office, was often forced to sek refuge 
withthe local Zamindar, specially ifthe latter happened to be a person 
of power and authority. Placed in such % precarious position he had 
scarcely any other alternative left to him but to follow the dictates 
‘ofthe person with whom he had sought shelter. Thus, under the duress 
of one pressure othe other, the Patwasi might have tarapered with afew 
records; but, basically, the essential frame of his offce remained as 
before. Such maladministration, on the eve of the British occupation, 
prevailed inthe ceded and conquered territories also, though ina varying 
degree. 

‘When the British occupied the ceded and conquered Provinces, all 
‘external encroachments on these territories ceased; but, internally, the 
conditions were even more vitiated than before. While, forthe best part 
of the fist two decades of British rule, the mew administrators almost 
groped thee way about in the dark, almost every distict ofthe Provinces 
withered with discontent and unrest. In the resultant confusion, for the 
frat few years, the existence or the utility of the Patsvar's office was not 
even noticed. And 30, by the very exigency of the circumstances, the 
atwasi was forced toto the line of the Zamindar, instead of remaining 
the spokesman of the ryot. And the British authorised thie transfor 
mation. Accustomed to the system of landlordisms, as had recently been 
cstablshed in Bengal, the new-comers misinterpreted his functions 
altogether. They came to regard him as a mere henchman of the

commissioners, also, observed, “Instances would be rare in which the 
officer such as Patwari, unless made the too! of some intrigue in the 
Gollector’s office, would dare to brave the resentment of a Zamsindac”* 

Incstablishing the rights of Zamindars the Government overlooked 

the rights of pattidars, and other tenure holders. How could, therefore, 

or for that matter even the Kanungo, have kept records 
which it was not the intention of the Government to admit? In 
this manner, by the Government's own actions, the Patwari was deliberar 
tely thrown into the arms of the Zamindars, and his office remained 
neglected for sometime. 

Attention was focussed on this office by a cammunication' from the 
Court of Directors, who remonstrated with the Governor-General-in- 
Couneil that, amongst other things, there were 30 few references on 
record in the dispatches of Collectors regarding the ofice ० the Patwati 
‘They pointed out that Lord Teignmouth had recorded his pinion in 789 
that the Patoari was the servant ofthe State." The Governor-General- 
in-Council, Bael of Moira, observed in his minute! of 2st September 
व885 that during the former Government, Patwacis were regarded as 
public officers, and that in many parts ofthe country they were appointed 
bby Kanungos.’ The value of Patwat’s records was brought to the fore 
by a revenue oficer, Henry Newnham by name. The Governor-General 
recommended the adoption ofthe method of accounts kept by Patwatis as

detailed in documents ‘discovered by Newnham’: To Newnham the 
records kept by Patwatis did not present any problem. While giving 
evidence before the Select Committee of the House of Commission, he 
stated, “The practice of giving false accounts to the Collectors very 
general, and is arisen from the British having considered the village 
Accountant to be servant ofthe village Zamindar or the farmer, and not 
the public servant of the village and Government, but the village 
accounts are easily, by inquiry on the spot, distinguished from the true 
‘ones by any one acquainted with the several checks."* 

‘These efforts prompted the Government to frame the Regulation 
XITofI8I7 forthe ‘etter administration ofthe office of Patwari’ The 
preamble ofthe regulation admitted the importance of the ofce. Ttsaid, 
“The existing rules regarding Patwari have been found to be in many 
respects defective, and geeat difficulties and delays have, consequently, 
‘been expressed in the division of estates, the adjustment of revenues tobe 
amesied on their respective shares, the investigation of summary and 
other suits for rents, the decision of mits relating the limits of estates and 
villages, and the execution of decrees of the courts of judicature in regard 
to the possenion and property ofland, the reform ofthe ofice, therefore, 
tobe of the highest importance”.* 

‘The regulation, however, did not restore the Patwati tohis original 
Position, Clause VIT of the regulation permitted ‘the Zamindar, or other 
land-holder or farmer, engaging with Government forthe publie revenue? 
to nominate person for holding the office ofa Patwat in his jurisdiction, 
subject to the sanction and approval of the collector.* If a Zamindar 
failed to nominate a Patwasi within the prescribed period, then he

to perform ‘all other duties and services’ which had been customary for 
him to execute.” His remuneration, which could either be in ‘money, ot 
in grain, orin land’, was not paid by the Government; but it was given 
to the Board of Revenue or the Board of Commissioners toinerease, ot 
reduce, his remuneration, or to alter and modify the mode of its 
payment 

‘More attention continued tobe paid to the office after the passage 
of the regulation. Holt Mackentie advocated, “If a. more leisurely 
proceeding be followed, there seems reason to hope thatin the hands of 
‘person competent to check the one with the ather, the Patwaei accounts 
will be found to be of the utmost value." RM. Bird recorded is his

pattidari estates will be materially affected by the state of the 
Patwat'sofce. The important office has been a great deal too much 
neglected, and from that neglect many dificulties and mivchiefs have 
arisen, which would otherwise have had no place”. He continued, 
“Before our time the Patwari was appointed, as all else was done in these 
coparcenaries, by the majority of the village community, and, because so 
chosen, became official accountant of the whole, a reference to whose 
records wat conclusive as to rights claims, burthens, receipts payments 
‘and all other matters of individual as connected with the common 

Consequently, the Government resolved that the Patwar's duftar 
be pat upon an efcfent footing under the superintendence and responsi 
bility of the Kanungo and the Tabsildar. But he was still denied the 
place originally assigned him. In the meanwhile, however, immense 
injury had been inflicted. By the time witdom dawned on the authorities, 
iereparable danger had been perpetrated, A large number of valuable 
records were either lott, mutilated, of forged by negligent and corrupt 
officers. Even when this office was better organised, it did not function 
‘withthe desiod efficiency andaccuracy. For example, Reade reported as 
late as I832 that the old records of Patwarie were more reliable and 
aceurate than the later ones.

Tes compo- 
nent parts have all been excellently fished individually, and when 
taken in astocintion with other parts, give an impression of harmonious 
blending. 

‘Though a great work of art, the Sirndth Lion Capital, however, 
should not be interpreted exclusively in terms ofart and the four anials 
‘hat appear on the abacus in very high relief cannot be taken as merely 
ornamental motifs as Vogel has taken them to bet. Indian artis ayenbo- 
lical and “in considering this monument, indeed every religious memo- 
rial in Indian art history, we must keep a mind that its primary fanction

‘These animals, even when interpreted from non-religious point of 
view, are symbol of noble qualities. The elephant issymbolic of majestic 
personality, power and gait; the ball of vigour, patience, service and 
tolerance; hore of swiftness (which has farther been emphasised by show- 
ingitina galloping posture) and the lion of strength, valour and pro- 
wwess. Thus these animals may be regarded as symbols for inspiring 
people to acquire those worthy qualities for which they stood. 

"These animal symbols, aga, in amociation with wheel (chakra) may 
be taken to be connected withthe Buddha, the dharmachakrasari as well 
aswith ASoka, the rijacatracaré. ‘The wheel in the former case repre- 
seats the Wheel of the Law (dhammackatra) which was turned by the 
‘Buddha forthe fist time at Sirnfth, and in the latter, the Jewel of Wheel 
(clotraratna) of the chalrenri king. ‘The animalsia the former ease may 
De connected with the Buddha, as mentioned above, and in the latter 
with the chariot and might ofthe chakrazertt. 

‘These four animals, again, symbolise the four cardinal points— 
clephant symbolising the Eat, bull the West, horse the South and lion 
the North.* This symbolion is traceable as far back as the Vedic times', 
When taken in the contextof Buddhism they indicate the spread of the * 
Master's religion in all the four quarters and in the context of Agokan 
history, the spread of the chatranrf King’s ia all the four directions,

Te was from this tradition that the conception ofthese two animal figures 
and even theie plasticity was borrowed. The hors, asis generally belie 
‘ved, was not known to the Harappans* and was brought by the invading 
‘Aryans. The lion, again, strangely enough, has not been represented 
cither in art or ia bodily remains, at Harappa and Mohenjo-daro, the 
‘wo most important sites of Harappan culture. The representation of 
‘the four animal, two belonging tocarly tradition and two to later one, 
seem to indicate, at once, the blending of Afola's ove and respect for 
‘both the old and new traditions. 

‘The repretentation of these four animals alo suggests a Harmonious 
blending of Indian as well as exotic artform. The bull and the elephant 
being Indian in conception as well as execution,t whereas “the lovest 
geographical parallel to the horses thesteeds on the silver bowls made 
fn Bactria during the Hellenistic tradition," and for lion Khorasabad 
‘and Persepolis have been considered as posible sources of inspiratior 

‘The four lions which surmount the Capital, are shown with their 
mouths open as if fa the very act of roaring. Majumdar, on the evidence 
of Chile Shanda Sta of Majjkime अर, takes the four lions to repre- 
sent themoaks proclaiming the Buddha's teachings to the four diree- 
ions. They may, however, be taken 38 representing Buddha's teachings, 
like the roar of lion, reverberating in the four quarter. The Wheel 
‘which the lions supported, consisted of thirty-two spokes which may be 
taken as symbolic representation of Budalna himself, who possessed thiety- 
two makapurash latshogar, a8 mentioned in (28०५४ of Dighe Niky’.

‘Let us now refer to Bhagvan Lal Indrajiand A. M.T. Jackson who 
write, “Whatever be the origin ofthe name Chvads, which was afier- 
wards, Sanskritized into the high sounding Chipotkata or strongbow, 
It does not seem tobe thename of any great dynasty. The name very 
closely resembles the Gujarati Chor (Prikrit Chauti of Chorats) mean 
ing thiever or robbers; and Javaga, which is a further corruption of 
Chava, isthe word now in use in those parts for a thief or robber. 
Except the mention ofthe Chavotakas in the Navairi copper plate we 
donotfind the Chavgas noticed in any known contemporary Gujarat 
‘copper plates. For this reason it seems far to regard them as unimportant 
rulers over a teritory extending trom Pafichisar to Apahilaviga’* 
Teappears thatthe Chipas were not very kindly taken to by the 
people of Gujarat in later tanes when they were not a ruling power, 
‘The angument that the name was Inter Sanskritized into Chipotkatas 
‘docs not appear to be cogent because, as early as 628 A.D., Brahimagupta 
hha referred to the Chipa dynasty. The inscription of Navsasi referred 
to by Indraji and Jackson refers to the Chivotakas. Philologically 
Ghauts is not derivable from Chivotaka and there i no evidence to 
show that. Chauth is derived from the Sanikrit word Chaura, Then 
the Hadgala plate inscription of Chpa Mabistmanttdhipati Dharayi 
vartha mentions the word Chipa. Iti, therefore, clear that the Chépas 
‘were aruling dynasty, which patronized Brahmagupta and Hiuen Tsang,

The Saindhavas of Navasari 
copper plate may be the rulers of Kiraj; the Kachchhellas, the rulers of 
Kachehha; the Sauelahtea, the rulers of Surashtra; the chivotakas, the 
(80688 the rulers of Marumad and Gurjaras the 
rulers का eastern Marva, Malwa and Broach. 

‘We may thus conclude that the Chipas ruled over southern Marwar 
with thee capital Bhinmal, from 628 A. D. toe. 738.A.D.—a period not 
too long for an average dynasty. The Chipas of Gujarat and Kathiawar 
ruled in the Inter period at already referred to above butin Rajasthan 
‘wedo not hear ofthe Chipa rule any more. We do not have any positive 
evidence at hand but perhaps the Chipas might have migroted from 
Rajasthan to Gujarat and Kathiawar.

town was in existence even before, In about the last quarter af the eighth

Under the rule of the Gtijara Pratihiras and the Chauhnas, Osis 
became a great centre of Brihamanical and Jaina religions. Ta medieval 
Limes, the places with religious centres were sometimes more important 
than capitals. There ace about sixteen Brihamapical and Jaina temples 
cccupying two ses, the fst containing the eleven early temples while the 
restarebuilton the second site. The early temples are of the same style 
and beara close resemblance to thos at hletpitan, Aman and so forth 
{in Rajasthan; at Eran, Pathari and 30 forth i the central provinces. The 
lavter range in point of age from 700 A.D. to 800 A.D, ‘The Onid temples 
rust, therefore, be referred to this period, This conchision is further 
conftmed by an igsription in the outer porch of ehe Jaina temple which 
informs that it was originally built a the time of Vatsarja, ‘The other

‘A temple of qual elegance although more restrained in its reatment 
is dedicated othe Sun God Stipe.

Inits proportions and syle, this building displays no ite dignity 
while both in the shape ofits Sithare and in the manner oft pillar 

tis admirable. The image of Sire in this temple is a 

remarkable one, Hestands erect in primitive tenenes. Hisface has lotus 
ceyesand mouth that has iherited the compassion and geatlenes ofthe 
Gupta God Vishyu but his air is bound in two long plats.

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Teappeats to have been first built atthe end ofthe 6th century A. D. and 
then repaired and added to in the H0th and Ith centuries A.D. respec- 
tively, Ta this way, it is a record of development over two periods. Thisis 
shown by the changes in the style of building throughout but particularly 
in the characters of the pillars, The nalamandope, which was erected, 
subrequently over the staircase, was added afterwards. The trana or

‘Two ineriptions dated 88 A. D. record the gift of her own house for

daughter of Pathiys, daughteria-law of Devachandra and wife of 
Yagodhara. Even from the Nathinandona-Finedain written by Kaka 
‘Atlin I338 A.D, itisknowa that this golden chariot of Mabivira named 
[Nardama moved round the cty once within a year. This work supplics us 
‘useful knowledge about the town. It was alourshing town fll of parks, 
tanks and large buildings. There was a wonderfol tepped-well called 
Vidagaht. Tt was habitated by OsavSlas with eighteen 080७. One of 
them was Vesajha, who lft thistown and sted at Kirkdu when he came 
in ideological clash with the gosta ofthe town. 

Siddhasena Str, the author ofthe !2h century A. Defers ७ Osit 
as aholy place in the Sakaltithatstet. Upakeia Gachcha among the 
Seetambaras was also named after Oxf in Marwar. The insription of 
'202.A. D. with the name of this Gachchhas has been discovered at this 
place. Thesame ofthis Gachchha it mentioned inthe inscription 3. 
‘A.D. found at the village Aji ia Sirohi State Tt remained popularfrom 
‘the I3th to the I6th centuries A. 0. in Jaisalmer, Udaipur and Sirohi 
states as a large numberof inscriptions of ths Gachchha have been dit. 
covered there’. 


(Osis the great city of temples, was destroyed by the Muslim invasions. 
‘From the Upalefegachchhaprabandia,itisknown that the army ofthe Turks 
pasted through this town ia II95A. D. and destroyed it, Actually, this 
feems to be the invasion of Muhammad Ghori over India when the 
‘Chauhina ruler Prithvietja TIL was ruling over Ajmer. People of the 
town deserted it in panic and went to other places where they sted. 
‘Afterwards, it became a completely deserted town because we 3०700 find

ran (ancient Airakana or Erakipa) is situated in the Khurai Tabs 
of Sagar district in Madhya Pradesh, It is 45 miles west-northwest from 
Sagar and can be reached via Khurai, ‘Theresa polta road up to Khai 
and acart-track of2 miles from Khurai to Eran. The latter is closed 
uring the rainy season, on account ofthe river Bin, which one has to 
‘ross at the 9th mile fom Khura to reach Bran, Theres another route to 
Eran via Mandi-Bamora, a railway tation on the Bina-Bhopal main line. 
Eran is reached by a 6 mile-acicha but all-weather road from Bamora, 

‘The present village of Eran stand onthe left bank of the river Bina 
(ancient Veqvl) a tibutary of Betwa, The Bina river enctcles the 
village on three sides—north, west and east. The village, standing on a 
high mound, commands panoramle view of the green land all-round. 


Praveus Discoveries and History of th Place, 


General A. Cunningham was the first to dicover Eran in 87475, 
led It with the old town of Aleakapa ०६ Brakiga, mentioned in 
ions and coins. He obtained a number of ancient copper coins, 
some being of great hstorial value. These included a good number of 
punchemarked coins, diestruck and afew castoins. Some of the puneh- 
‘marked coins bear the figure of goddess Lakshmi. Among the die-struck 
‘copper coins, the square Kirshdpapa oftandard weight (I44 gras) and

its various denominations are noteworthy. They bear the symbols of 
clephant, hore, tee in railing, Indrayasbsi, Uijain symbol, river with 
fish ete. Some nsribed dietruck enins were also found by Cunningham, 
‘Among these the most remarkable is the one bearing the name of 
Dharmapils. The legend [Rafo] Dhamapalass' (offking) Dharmapsia) 
is writen on the coin reversedly in large Brohmi characters of the 
“Maurya perio. ‘This coin from Bran can be counted among the east 
inscribed Indian coins bearing a rule's name. Dharmaptin may have 
been the raler of the Bran region i the latter part ofthe third Cent. 8, 0, 
early in 2nd Cent, B.C. 

‘Several inscribed coppercoios bearing the name “Brakanya? or 
“Brakiqa’ have alo been found at Bean. Besides giving the old name of 
the town, thee coins exhibits semi-circle design, a crescent, Swati, 
odhi-tree within railing, Dharma-chakra, Bull and the Uijain symbol, 
Cunningham thought that the river symbol with the fish, oceurring on 
several coins of Eran, represented the river 803, on which the town stood, 
He also surmised that the semi-cece ofthe coins was represenative of 
the shape ofthe old Bran town. The Beihai script of these coin assigns 
them to the Saga period. 

‘The name direkase or Gratie as thename of the administrative nit 
(Pradeia oe Vishaya) is found in thes stone inscription found. at Brant, 
‘The first isthe inscription ofthe Gupta Eenperor Samudragupta (now in 
the Indian Muscum, Calcutta). The second is the Boar inscription (it 
sit) ofthe fest regal year of Toramia, the Higa king. The thi 
inscription, which has recently been discovered, is that of «Saka king, 
Sridharavaeml. It's incied on the farnous pillar of Gopartjs, which 
stands at Eran, near the village Pablejpar. This shows that the name 
‘Airakapa or rakiga was applied both tothe region and the capital town, 
Hite.

0. che Sttavahanas appear to have oeupied the major 
part of eastern. Malwa, In the frst two centuries ofthe Christian era 
there seems to have been a prolonged struggle for supremacy between 
the Sttavihanas and the western Kshatrapas. Prom two inscriptions of 
the Saka King Sridharavarms, found at Sanchi and Bean, it appears 
that he was the master of the eastern Malwa in the Sd cont. A.D. A 
lange number of the coins of the Naga kings has been found in thi 
region. This shows thatthe Nigas probably ousted the Sakas from thi 
part of the country and remained supreme till the rise ofthe Gupta 
power in Malwa, 

‘The inscription ofthe Gupta emperor Samudragupta found at Bran 
refers to this town as Svabhoganagaa (pleasure-town) ofthis monarch, who 
performed here some religious act, which was probably the erection ofa 
Temple. Besides its beautiful surroundings Bran occupied a strategic 
postion, Iying on the main route, joining Malwa with the Vata Kin 
om. Hence the Gupta emperors devoted parsicular attention to 
‘Samudeagupia’s son, Chandragupta If, uprooted the western Kahatrapas 
and is known tohave put an end to the life of his inglorious brother 
Ramagupta. To the ssign of Chandragupta TI ate assigned several 
(Waishgava) edifices ४७6 seulptares of great artistic beauty atBran and 
(Wasi 

‘From an inscription found at Eran, dated the Gupta era I65 (404 
‘Av, we know that this area wat all included in the Gupta domain, 
‘The name of the Gupta emperor, as given in the inscription | Bud 
gupta. At hat time, Suraémichandra was the feudatory king of Budhar 
frupta and was ruling over the land between Yamund and Nara. 
‘The local Governor at Eran was Mativishpy, According tothe insrip- 
tion, he along with his brother (Dhanyavishpu), eaused to be erected 
fa flag sa(? (Divajastambhe) in honour of Lord Vishyu, whote temple 
built by Samudeagupia already existed there. The stone-pllar (#7 feet 
high) beating this inscription stands justin front of the Vishyw temple, 
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‘The pillar ie surmounted by a two-armed figure of Garudi 
Lord Vishpu.

{mage and records the construction of ॥ temple for this image by Dhanyas 
vishow of Bran, after the demise of his elder brother Matrvishyu, Is 
not known whether Mitrivishow died while fighting against the HRya 
army of Toramiya or died a natural death, But this much is clear that 
‘Toramtya, atthistime (close ofthe fifth century), was the lord of Bran 
and the contiguous regions, He has been called ‘Mahir4jSahirlja’ in the 
Bran inscription, 

Another notable inscription at Bran, onthe pillar containing the ins 
cription of faka Sridharavarm, bears the Gupta date I9! (5I0 A. D), 
records that a chief, named Goparija, came to Bran in company ofthe 
powerful Gupta king Bhénugupta and after ighting very bravely gave 
his lifeon the batte-eld. His devoted wife burnt herself on the Funeral 
pyre of her husband. This inscription reveals that BhSnugupta, the last 
ruler ofthe main Gupta dynasty, probably made his last effort to free this 
region from the Higas and therefore he personally came to Bran with 
hhinselected chief, Itseems that this battle of Eran against the Hqa 

ing (Mihirakula) proved unfavourable to the Guptas, who lost one of| 
their chiefs, Goparij, in the feld. This decsive battle was ought in or 
shortly before 5I0 A.D, ‘The HOyas may have continued to occupy this 
Aarenfor sometime more, possibly till the defeat of Mihirakula at the

‘The tension between Pakistan and Afghanistan over the question 
ofa sovereign Pukhtoonistan has made India’s position on the North- 
West Frontier both delicate and difficult. The demand of the Kabul 
Government for a revision of the Durand Line makes the frontier 
situation much too combustible for the future safety of India. The 

jtude of the Afghan Government for the Pukltoon people isnot a 
‘novel symptom, forthe tribal country had always been a bone of conten- 
tion between Afghanistan and British India before I947. The present 
tension has its roots in the past. 

Tn order to understand the historical background of the Afghan 
auttude, itis necessary to recall the circumstances which gave birth to 
the scientific frontier policy ofthe British Indian Government in the I9th 
century. The need fora forward military frontier in the tibal country 
was increasingly felt when the intrinslc unsoundness of the previous 
defence line became apparent to the British military strategists. The 
{quest for a scientific frontier gave rise tothe grandiose idea of pushing 
the Tndus line to the vicinity of Kabul and Kandahar, In Lord Lani 
owne’s time, Sit Mortimer Durand, Foreign Secretary tothe Governs 
ment of India, went on a mission to Kabul, ‘This mission forms a 
landmark in the history of the tibal country. Tu objects were ist, 
ty over the tribal country, secondly, t0 
demarcate a scientific frontier, thirdly, to rectify the 
fourthly, to tackle the problem of tribal unrest, fithly, to curtail Kabul's

‘There ave strong arguments both for and against the demande 
Pukhioonistan, Tt it necessary to weigh them carefully. On the one 
Ihand, i iy ueyed that the bond of religion alone cannot keep the 
Pukhtoons loyal to Pakistani Mustims, for even ia Medieval times the 
tribal people had always beet ॥०५४॥९ to the Muslin ruler of Dethi, A 
hostile land would bea thorn on the side of Pakistan. Besides, it would 
lead ६७ needle friction between the Panjabis and Pathans, and lea (७ 
foreign intervention. ‘The allegiance of a part of the area to 
Afghanistan is also a standing argument for the ereat 
state. ‘The Palhtoons can alto claim separate home-land oftheir own in 
accordance with the prineiple of selfdetermination. 

On the other hand, there are countersarguments. The Durand tine 
is internationally recognised, and cannot be revised at this late hou 
‘The Pakhtoon country ie also too poor to maintain an independent 
status, The resourecr of Afghanistan itself are slender. Without the 

rand line, Pakistan's defence would be adversely affected, ‘The Indus 
useless under modern conditions, and there is no certainty that 
tribal unrest would be solved with the creation of Pukhtoonistan. 
uation affect India? One view is that Pakisa 
‘advantage, If Pakistanis preoccupied with this 
problem, she cannot be a menace to Tndia, It is also believed thatif 
Pakistan's dispute with Afghanistan is kept alive, Tada’ good-will will

Ini 
sympathies for the Pukhtoons are bound to be misunderstood, In 
int foreign policy cannot afford to take sides in this 
dispute, ‘The division of the world into two armed blocs makes India’s

ue that Pakistan's difficulties may prove temporarily to be 
's opportunity, but ean it be seriously argued that India’s own 
Aefeuce will not be jeopardised, i Pakistan's defence system breaks 
down? To argue that Pakistan's break with the Pathans wil tolve the 
Kashmie problem is to imagine solace where it does not exis in fac. 
anything, any trouble ia Pathan country will adversely affect Kashmie, 
‘Thehaxaeds would outweigh any probable advantages resulting from a 
conflagration on the North-West Frontier. 

‘The real consideration for India is whether she ean allow Pukhtoon- 
inten to be used as a bate by any foreign power. Should India get 
‘entangled in international poster polities for no real benefits? Has India 
any moral right to intervene in the dispute between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan? Te is India’s interest also to see that Pakistan should have a 
oper defence line. So, Tndia must see that the defeets of the Durand 
Line re amicably removed through the good offices of the UNO, so that 
the problem of Pakistanis peacefully solved.

A NOTE ON TRISOLA-PURUSHA

Tis well known tothe students of Hindu Teonography that the four 
‘emblems of Vishou viz. Saikha, Chakra, Padma and Gad8 are vome- 
‘times represented in human forms and are then known as Ayudhafaruher 
‘of Vishou. Though not sen in the Kush period, this practice appears 
to have been pretty common in the Gupta and post-Gupta ages. Among 
these four dyudka-purusss, Gadi is shown in feminine form while the 
remaining three are depicted as males. Apsrt from these four no other 
Apudkacpurshs bas, to the best of my knowledge, been noted up till now 
in the Beld of Hindu art. Shei Sivaramamurti has made the following 
‘observation in thie connection : 

“In the cate of the dyed of Vishoo, there are personified reprsen- 
tations at least ia the early sulptures, and even in late medi 
val sculpture, In the case of individual representations of 
Sadaréana Chakra there is Chakra-purusha shown against the 
‘halra wheel, Siilaely in the ease ofthe Fila of Siva and Kali 
there are anthropomorphic representations placed right on the 
central prong of the trident. However, as there is usally no 
personified representation of any weapon of Siva in the early or 
‘mediaval sculpture

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Inthe main Hall ofthe Allahabad Museum there is a rectangular 
stone-piece (Museum No. AC/2904). On its four sides images of Hari- 
Hara, Vartha, Vishou and Vimana have been carved, Ttisa fairly well 
preserved piece. On stylistic grounds it ean be ascribed to the Gupta 
3७९ ८. 6th century A.D. In the above group the image of Hari-Hara 
(height 2°) is specially interesting for our purpose. In this combined 
form of the two deities the right side represents Hara and the left Hari, 
‘Theface is mutilated but the portions ofjot2-makuta and karepdaka-mudula, 
the tigerskin and piddmbera are still there to serve a8 the identification 
‘marks, The upper hand of Hai holds faiths, while his ower hand rests 
fon the head of male figure standing by his side. The objec in the upper 
hhand of Hara is not distinct. Under the palm of his lower hand there is 
similar human figure. The figure appearing below the hand of Hat has 
‘wheelorchatra behind his head showing thereby that the figure is of 
(Chakra-purusha. The male figure in the right side has three prongs of a 
(ident on his head; and it may, therefore, be taken to be a figure of 
‘Teidtla-purusha. The conclusion is further supported by the facts chat 
the figures on theside and under the hand of Hara and, moreover, itis 
‘quite in juxtaposition with that of Chakra-Purasha. 

In the Brahmanical Hall of the State Museum, Lucknow, there isan 
architectural fragment (Museum No. H. I04) attributed to about 6th 
century A. D. It shows Siva with his begging-bowl, and jat@mulule, 
‘whichis decorated with three human skull. He hashis third eye alo, 
‘Theright hand of the deity ests on the shoulder of a small but handsome 
‘male figure bearing the trident over his head. Here the aforesaid igure— 
obviously the TrisMla-purusha—coils Sivas below with his lefthand, ‘The 
height of Siva and his Teiitla-parasha is respectively 8% and 0', This 
i the second instance where instead of Trifle the Tristla-purusha has 
‘been shown in association with Siva. 

‘Another instance of Trifwla-purusha comes from a temple in Orisa. 
On a panel showing Hari-Haca, Siva holds iif in his upper left hand 
‘and mala in the tower. Below this hand of Siva there i a male figure 
carrying trident in his hand.
